The flea market later expanded to the greenscape 
outside the church. The vendors pay between $25 and 
$30 for the opportunity to sell their wares - and church 
volunteers sell clothes, shoes and accessories to raise 
money for the church. 

Nancy and Steve Nebile were busy manning 
their tables of eclectic odds and ends, including old signs, 
antique dolls and kitchenware. 

"This is a hobby. We aren't trained professionals," 
said Mr. Nebile, who has sold items collected at yard sales 
and other markets with his wife for 15 years. As vendors 
for the past six years, they cited the fair as one of their

Hurricane Impacts Fall Foliage

Although mostly everyone has recovered from 
the tropical storm brought on by Hurricane Irene, some 
of Mattapoisett' s proudest residents remain affected: the 
trees. 

The August 28 storm was all wind and no rain, 
transporting salt in the air that ended up on leaves just as 
the autumn season approaches. As a result, the fall foliage 
may lose some of its luster, according to Roland Cote, 
Mattapoisett' s Tree Warden. 

"The leaves are delicate. The foliage will come 
off earlier, and it will not have much color," Mr. Cote 
explained. He said that if rain had accompanied or 
directly followed the tropical storm, the leaves would 
have been naturally washed and suffered less salt 
damage. 

"It was a souped up tropical storm. It broke up a 
lot of branches and big pines came down. Little makers 
[overhanging branches] came down as well," he said. 

In the meantime, as of Tuesday, September 6, 
Mr. Cote said that tree and branch removal is about 50 
percent complete. The tree warden has hired a third party

tree service to remove branches and other debris, and the 
Highway Department has "jumped right in to help clean 
up the mess/' he said.

The Star Portable Planetarium is essentially 
a large, inflatable balloon that accommodates 22 kids 
and two teachers, offering those onboard a 45-minute 
long foray into astronomy. A number of lesson plans are 
offered, exploring topics including the interworkings 
of the solar system, the rotation of the earth and moon 
phases, the reason for the seasons, and stories about stars 
as relayed by various cultures in time. 

There is an academic core to these programs, Ms. 
Leidhold explained. The speakers utilize MCAS standards 
for astronomy, but in a way to engage the minds of 
youngsters. 

'T think astronomy is a difficult topic. Most

sciences/' she said. 

To help vet applicants, she said the museum 
would host an open house with the planetarium to assess 
their interest and competency. She hopes the museum 
will hire more than one person.

and new students emerged/' Also, she said grant and 
circuit breaker money was overestimated and "has 
resulted in a serious deficit in that [budget line item.]'' 

When asked, Ms. Hamm said the total additional 
cost to the school would equal about $70,000. 

"We need the budget subcommittee to come 
back to the budget to see how we can handle the deficit," 
Superintendent Doug White said. Board members Tina 
Rood, Robin Rounseville and Sharon Hartley are on that 
committee. 

Ms. Hamm said the district has thought about 
offering special education services in house - as much 
of the expenses arise from required outsourced services 
- but said that in the cases of the current students such a 
program would not work. She would not provide more 
details on the students due to confidentiality obligations. 

In other important news at the meeting. Principal 
Jay Ryan informed the committee that the most recent 
Massachusetts Comprehensive Assessment System 
(MCAS) testing results from the Spring of 2011 placed 
RMS in the corrective action category in English/ 
Language Arts for special education. Also, the whole 
school was identified as needing improvement in 
mathematics. 

Mr. Ryan was quick to note that RMS remains 
classified by the state as a "Very High Performing" school 
in English Language Arts (ELA) and "High Performing" 
in Mathematics" - that the designations merely indicate

a need for the school to make more progress meeting 
proficiency goals set by the state. 

Ms. Hamm said that teachers from all three 
schools are researching best practices for special education 
in ELA for a more systematic approach to improving 
performance. Also, in a letter to parents, Mr. Ryan said 
that the school purchased new curricula in ELA, and 
will implement new assessments in reading, math and 
writing, to ''keep tabs on students who may be at risk for 
failure.'' Also, daily, after-school tutoring will be available 
for students needing more support. 

The committee offered thanks to everyone 
involved in the final completion of the school building 
expansion and renovation project, and said the transition

Marion Weighs Impact of Dam Removal 

Marion Board of Selectmen 
By Anne Kakley 

The fate of the Hathaway Pond, currently owned 
by the Buzzard's Bay Coalition, was discussed at the 
Marion Board of Selectmen meeting on September 6, 2011. 
As abutters to the Hathaway Pond, the Board arranged 
the meeting to discuss how they wanted to proceed with 
BBC's intentions to remove the dam. 

State Representative William Straus was invited 
to the meeting to discuss the dam and its future. Rep. 
Straus called BBC's plan to remove the dam "a well- 
intentioned proposal", but did not think that the project 
should be considered further for the sake of all abutting 
parties. 

The issue was originally brought to Rep. Straus' 
attention by Marion and Rochester Herring Inspectors Jim 
Gurney and David Watling respectively. Both inspectors 
had expressed concerns that the removal of the dam - and 
the subsequent removal of the pond - would remove the 
little remaining spawning area for herrings. 

Rep. Straus acknowledged that BBC's intention 
was to restore an ecosystem with the dam's removal, and 
to remove what the Massachusetts Office of Dam Safety 
had defined as a dangerous dam. However, he suggested 
that the issue could be further investigated to satisfy the 
concerns of all abutters, including cranberry growers 
who depend on the pond, and abutting residents who 
purchased their homes for the sake of a view.

"It's not a matter of saying one [priority] is more 
important than the other/' said Rep. Straus, who said that 
all concerns should be raised and addressed in an open 
forum. "These kinds of disputes, otherwise, just end up in 
court," he added. 

Rep. Straus particularly spoke to the issue of 
safety. He said that it hadn't been fully determined 
what would happen if the 19th century dam did breech. 
Although some state reports indicated that the waters 
could "overtop County Road in Marion", it was also 
possible that the waters would just disperse into ample 
wetlands in the event of a breech. 

"You can call them dams if you like, but we 
just call them cranberry dikes," said Marion Open

Space Acquisition Commission (MOSAC) member 
John Rockwell, who said that the pond and dam were 
beneficial to the area. "We would like to keep the pond - 
keep this nice amenity/' he said, launching into anecdotal 
stories of how prolific the herring was in the water during 
colonial times, likely due to the presence of many small 
dams. 

Rochester resident Woody Hartley spoke to the 
board about the importance of preserving the dam and 
pond. "I really appreciate what you are doing," he said. 
"Our selectmen in Rochester are very concerned about 
this too.

have to "make some decisions'' about proceeding, but 
they agreed with his opinion that the full scope of the 
dam's safety should be assessed, and a professional 
opinion regarding the outcome of a dam breech should be 
obtained. 

Selectman Roger Blanchette drew a comparison 
between conflict Rochester is experiencing with BBC and 
Marion's ongoing conflict with BBC regarding differing 
opinions on alleged effluent seepage at Aucoot lagoons. 

"They have money, they have the media," said 
Selectman Blanchette. "It is very difficult to fight the 
Coalition for Buzzard's Bay... I think [they are] a little too 
arrogant." 

While meeting with the Board, the members of the 
MOSAC clarified some confusion regarding an open space 
survey form that had been sent to Marion residences. At a 
previous Board meeting, the selectmen claimed that they 
had not received the survey, and had only heard that some 
residents had received one in the mail. 

Mr. Rockwell of MOSAC said that the survey was 
sent out, randomly, to every tenth Marion resident, in the 
same manner they had used in previous years. 

"What we want to do is find out that the whole 
town's thinking," said Mr. Rockwell. "If people are 
changing their attitudes, we can see the changes in their 
answers." 

Selectman Blanchette said that he had received the 
survey in previous years, but not this year.

"We need to ask the Board of Selectmen to bring 
in officials to explain this. . . A lot of properties that are not 
in the flood plain will be in the flood plain [under the new 
boundaries]/' Mr. Briggs added.

Social media has been increasing in popularity 
amongst the younger generations, and while students 
have always been encouraged by parents and school 
officials to be careful with what they say and do online, it 
now seems that the professional world is embracing the 
world of easier communication that social networking 
websites offer.

Tri-Town Remembers: 
10 Years After 9/11

It's hard to believe that 
it's been ten years since 9/11. 
The babies of that time period 
are entering middle school. The 
grade schoolers are thinking about 
college. And me, I'm no longer a 
college student. I'm a mother now, 
charged with raising two little kids 
while I balance work, life, and taxes 
- the things that make up my daily 
routine.

Plenty can happen in a decade, but almost everyone 
can agree - it's hard to believe that it's been a whole 10 years 
since our country was turned upside down with an attack on its 
own soil. 

The September 11 attacks were personal for everyone 
in this country. It shook our naivete and reminded us that 
freedom could be threatened no matter where we lived. 
Violence was no longer something that we heard about in 
other countries or in textbooks. It was something that could 
happen on our own soil, when we were busy carrying out our 
daily life. Particularly close to home was the fact that United 
Airlines flight 175 departed from Logan Airport in Boston. 

Lisa Hubbard, a Marion native and flight attendant 
for United Airlines, lost several colleagues on 
that day. 

In 2001, Ms. Hubbard was living 
in Newark, NJ, and worked at the airport 
from which Flight 93 flew. In fact, up until 
August 2001, Ms. Hubbard had been a regular 
attendant on Flight 93. After placing a change- 
of- schedule request with her department, she 
was placed on a new route, which spared her 
the fate of the rest of her crewmembers. 

"We all just got along and had the 
best time," Ms. Hubbard reminisced about the 
five flight attendants - Lorraine Bay, Sandra 
Bradshaw, Wanda Green, CeeCee Lyles and 
Deborah Welsh - who perished on the failed 
suicide attack mission. 

Flight 93 eventually crashed 
in a Pennsylvania field, but its intended target had been 
Washington D.C. A movie made in 2006 - United 93 
- depicted the final moments of the tenacious passengers, who 
fought their hijackers and prevented the suicide assault. 

"Knowing [that crew] is not around... it just kills 
me," Ms. Hubbard said. "The not knowing what happened is 
the worst part... It was just devastating. I was just glued to the 
television. It was unbelievable for me... that could have been 
me. It was such a sad day." 

Ms. Hubbard said that she particularly thinks of 




her good friend. Flight 93 attendant Wanda Green, and has 
attended memorials for her. 

Although Ms. Hubbard thought about retiring her 
wings as a result of the attacks, she ultimately returned to her 
job. Now living back in her hometown of Marion, she thinks 
of Flight 93 every time she departs Logan, but feels confident 
in the safety measures that have increased since 9/11. 

"A lot of the pilots now are armed," she said. "We 
have federal marshals on board. I feel very comfortable 
with that. If we have any kind of problem, if anyone looks 
suspicious, we are trained to communicate with them." 

Mattapoisett resident and frequent World Trade 
Center visitor Tim Smith, also reflected on that day with 
sadness. The CFO of his company, Edmund Glazer, was on 
American flight 11, which was the first plane to hit the WTC. 

"We had several colleagues out in the field that day 
and I, too, was heading to the airport to fly out to Pittsburg," 
Mr. Smith said. "We frantically made calls, trying to locate our 
missing colleagues, many of which were stranded as far away 
as western Canada. [They] had to rent cars and drive home due 
to the airways being shut down." 

The loss of Mr. Glazer was devastating to Mr. 
Smith's company, MRV Communications. "We were 
somewhat dysfunctional for nearly a year as we continued to 
grieve the loss of our colleague and friend," Mr. Smith said. "I 
remember sitting in my home office experiencing a wide range 
of emotions, including fear, grief and rage, just sitting there for 
hours and watching in dismay." 

Today, an Edmund Glazer memorial 
conference room in MRV Communications' 
Chelmsford office is a daily reminder of 9/11 
impact on the company. 

Ten years later, both Ms. Hubbard and Mr. 
Smith are carrying on with their lives. They are 
reflective and appreciative of what they have, 
but for Ms. Hubbard especially, revisiting 
those moments can be unpleasant. 

"It makes your job a little more unsettling," 
she said. "There is going to be 9-11 
[programming] on TV this week," she said. 
"I want to sit down and watch them with my 
husband, but I just can't do it." 

Her daughter Sophie, who was just a baby 
in September 2001, is now 11 years old, and 
Ms. Hubbard tries to teach her, in an age- 
appropriate way, how 9/11 impacted the world. "She knows 
that that is the flight Mommy was working on," she said, "but 
she's confident that nothing is going to happen to me." 

Although time heals some wounds, the 9/11 attacks 
were an assault on the very fabric of our existence: the daily 
routine. 

"As a frequent flyer, that day is always on my mind," 
said Mr. Smith. "We had many, many customers [at the World 
Trade Center]. I can't remember how many times I visited 
both towers on business."

Red State. Starring Michael Parks and John Goodman. 
Directed by Kevin Smith. Running time: 88 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. Now showing on Comcast On 
Demand. 

Someday, Kevin Smith's Red State will form 
a natural double feature with his 1999 religious farce 
Dogma. The earlier film, shaggy and undisciplined, was 
Smith's profanity-laced conversation with himself about 
his Catholicism; Red State is equally scattershot but has far 
darker things to say about religion, or at least the ways 
in which it can be perverted. Smith had long talked up 
Red State as his "horror movie," but it really isn't one; 
it's more of an ideological drama in which two parties 
face off, taking orders from a higher power, or what they 
believe to be a higher power. Smith doesn't trust people 
who claim to know the will of God; he also doesn't trust 
people who carry guns for the government. Bill Hicks, if 
he were still with us, might have raised a beer bottle in 
tribute to the film. 

Red State does begin something like Hostel — a 
trio of teenagers head out to a trailer in the boonies 
in search of sex and wind up kidnapped by religious 
extremists. This clan, known as the Five Points Church, 
is headed by the hate-spewing pastor Abin Cooper 
(Michael Parks), who brings his flock to protest at funerals 
with appallingly homophobic placards. Sound familiar? 
This aspect of the clan is obviously inspired by Fred 
Phelps and his wacko brigade, though Phelps' group 
is mentioned in the script as being "suers, not doers." 
Cooper's clan are doers, all right: they live on a walled- 
off compound, fortified with military ordnance. They 
use the internet to lure and execute sinners. Laboring 
under a gargantuan monologue delivered to Cooper's 
tiny congregation, the always-compelling Michael Parks 
manages to sell it, and many other small, subtle moments 
as well. He's certainly more fun to watch than many 
actual fundamentalist loudmouths. 




When the local police learn there's a hostage 
situation at Five Points, and the matter is kicked upstairs 
to the ATF, Red State takes a hard left into ethical drama. 
John Goodman takes over the movie as Keenan, an ATF 
agent painfully aware of the legacy of the Waco siege at 
the Branch Davidian compound. Smith is aware of it, too. 
Cooper and the adult members of his cult are murderers, 
but there are also children there. Keenan' s orders are to 
kill everyone, leaving no one alive to testify against the 
government. He wrestles intensely with this, while his 
men, young and panicky, unload indiscriminately in the 
direction of whatever 's shooting at them. The firefights 
are sharply edited (by Smith himself); the sound design is 
realistic and punishing. People die randomly all over the 
place. Cooper believes God is telling him to kill sinners. 
Keenan is told straight-up to kill the killers and innocents 
alike. Who are the bad guys here? 

Red State feels cynical and unresolved, and that's 
about right, given the thorny areas Smith is wading into. 
In the end, it could be defined as a political horror film, of 
the sort that's cruelly plausible in real life. Smith conflates 
Fred Phelps and David Koresh, suggesting a toxic stew 
of southern-fried religious hatred stirred up by happy 
triggers on both sides. It's a flawed, unfocused movie, 
just as Dogma was, but they both come from the honest 
place of a filmmaker with something on his mind. That 
narrative hard left so many people have complained 
about lifts Red State above the Wicker Man rip-off it 
might' ve been. As always. Smith counsels us, "Question 
authority. Question yourselves, too, while you're at it."

Fairhaven Militia to Make Encampment 

In September 1778, during the Revolutionary 
War, about 4,000 British soldiers who were landed from 
36 transport ships attacked the four villages situated on 
the Acushnet River. During the raid houses, ships and 
business places in New Bedford, Acushnet and Fairhaven 
were ransacked and burned. The fort at Nolscot Point 
in Fairhaven, now called Fort Phoenix, was destroyed 
by British troops. It took years for the local waterfront 
industries to recover from the raid. 

On Saturday and Sunday, September 17 and 
18, 2011, members of the Fairhaven Village Militia and 
will once again remember the British attack during a 
weekend encampment at Fort Phoenix.

1778 and talk about the history of the fort. They will also 
be demonstrating campfire cooking, musket ball casting, 
military drilling, loading and firing flintlock muskets 
and rifles, spinning, weaving, 18th-century dentistry and 
medicine, cannon firing and more. Visitors may try their 
hand at tomahawk throwing and children's games of the 
period. 

The highlight of the weekend will be the firing 
of the fort's five cannons, scheduled for dusk, about 6:30 
pm, on Saturday. When fired near sundown, the cannons' 
plumes of flames and smoke make a spectacular sight. 

Prior to the Saturday evening cannon firing, there 
will be a musical performance of colonial and traditional 
songs by the Buzzards Bay Bucaneers. 

The Fairhaven Village Militia, which is 
sponsoring the event along with the Fairhaven Office 
of Tourism, is made up of members who are interested 
in local history of the Revolutionary War period. They 
hold historical encampments in Fairhaven and nearby 
communities and host educational programs. The group's 
commander, Ellsworth Sylvaria Jr., is a descendant of 
Bartholomew West, whose home was burned by the 
British in 1778. The group includes individuals and 
families from Fairhaven and surrounding communities. 

"We have been holding September encampments 
at Fort Phoenix since 2003," said Tourism Director 
Christopher Richard.
